THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 



Minister Willis Presents His Govern- 
ment's Decision to President 
Dole in Council. 



The United States Requests That the 
Government be Restored to 
Liliuokalaui. 



President Dole Replies Declining to 
Take the Step Suggested 
by Cleveland. 

Ho.NOi.ui.it, H. I, Jan. 1, 1804.— Since 
the sailing of tho United States revenue 
cutter Corivin at 3:30 on the morning of De- 
cember 24, no advices have left here for the 
ooaat. That vessel took press dispatches 
against tho ord ers of the United States 
legation, but it is doubtful if all of them are 
landed, na it ia undorBtood a strict watoli 
will bo placed on tho vessel as soon as she 
arrives near harbor, and that eho will bo 
likely ordered at onco on a cruiae. Appli 
cation waa made by tho Associated Press 
and tho special correspondent of tho New 
York World for permission to forward dis- 
patches by tho Corwin. Tnia waa in each 
caao brusquely refused and dispatches wore 
only put aboard afterwards through the 
courtesy of thoeo who shall forever be name- 
leas even though tho United States should 
endeavor to investigate the matter. 

The Corwin took the demand of Minister 
Willis on tho Provisional Government to 
step down nnd out which was couched in tho 
following worda: 

Foreign Office, 
Honolulu, Deo. 10, 1893. 
Present— President S. B. Dole ; Hou. S 
M. Damon, minister of finance ; Hon. J. A. 
King, minister of interior ; Hon. VV. 0. 
Smith, attornoy-geuerul. 

Mr. Willis— Will Mr. Jonea he present at 
this interview? 

President Dolo— Wo wish to have him 
present, if you have no objection. 
Mr. Willis— Is ha a stenographer ? 
President Dole— i'es sir. 
Mr. Willis— No objection at all. 
Mr. President and gentlemen : Tho Presi- 
dent of the United States has vory much 
regretted the delay in the consideration of 
tho Hawaiian question, but it has been un- 
avoidable. So much of it as has occurred 
Binco my arrival has been duo to certain con- 
ditions precedent, compliance with which 
was required before I wbb authorized to con- 
fer with you. Tho President also 
regrets, as moBt assuredly do I, thut 
any secrecy should have surround- 
ed the interchange of views between 
our two Governments. 1 may say this, 
however, that tho secrecy thus far observed 
has been in tho interest and for the Bake of 
all your people. I need hardly premiso that 
tho President's action upon tho Hawaiian 
question has been under tho dictates of hon- 
or and of duty; it is now, and has been from 
tho beginning, absolutely free from preju- 
dice and resentment, and entirely consistent 
with the long established friendship and 
treaty ties which have so closely bound to- 
gether our respective Governments. 

Tho President deemed it his duty to 
withdraw from the Senate the treaty of an- 
nexation which had been signed by tho Sec- 
retary of Stnto and tho agents of your Gov- 
ernment, and to dupatch a trusted repre- 
sentative to Hawaii to impartially 
investigate tho causes of your re- 
volution and ascertain and report 
tho true situation at theso islands. 
This information was tho better to enable 
tho President to discharge a delicate and 
an important duty. Upon the facts em- 
bodied" in Mr. Blount's reports tho President 
has arrived at certain conclusions and de- 
termined upon a certain courso of action, 
with which it becotnea my duty to acquaint 
you. Tho Provisional Government was not 
catabliahed by the Hawaiian people or with 
their consent or acquiescence, nor has it 
sineo existed with their consent. The Queen 
refused to surrender her powera to the Pro- 
visional Government until convinced that 
tho minister of the United States had recog- 
nized it as tho de facto authority and would 
support and defend it with tho military 
forco of tho United Stutes, and that resist- 
ance would precipitato a bloody conflict 
with that force. She was advised and 
assured by her ministers and leaders of the 
movement for the overthrow of hor 
Government, that if she Burrendcrod under 
protest her case would afterwards bo 
tairly considered by the President of the 
United States. The Queen finally yielded 
to the armed forces of tho United States, 
then quartered in Honolulu, relying on tho 
good laith and honor of tho President, when 
informed of what had occurred, to undo 
the action of the minister, and reinstate hor 
and the authority which she claimed as tile 
constitutional sovereign of tho Hawaiian 
islonda. After a patient examination of 
Mr. Blount's reports, the President is sat- 
isfied that tho movemont against tho 
Queen, if not instigated, was encouraged 
and supportod by tho representative of this 
Government at Honolulu, that ho promised 
in ndvanco to aid hor cnomies in an effort 
to overthrow tho Hawaiian Government and 
set up by forco a now government in 
its place, and that ho kept this promise by 
causing a detachment of troopa to bo landed 
from the " Boston " on January 18, 1893, 
and by recognizing tho Provisional Govern- 
ment tho next day, when it wub too feeble 
to defend itsolf and tho constitutional Gov- 
ernment was able to succoaBfulIy maintain 
its authority against any threatening forco 
other tliun that of the United States already 
landed. Tho President has, therefore, de- 
termined that ho will not Bend back to tho 
Scnato for its action thereon the treaty 
which ho withdrew from that body for fur- 
ther consideration on tho Oth day of March 
last. In viow of these conclusions, I was 
instructed by tho President to take advan- 
tage of an early opportunity to inform tho 
Queen of this determination and of his 
viows aB to tho responsibility of this Gov- 
ernment. Tho President, however, felt that 
we, by our original interference, had in- 
curred responsibilities to tho whole Hawaiian 
community and that it would not bo juat to 
put ono party at tho mercy of tho other. I 
was, thoreforo, instructed at tho same time 
to inform the Queen that, when reinstated, 
tho President oxpectod that sho would pur- 
buo a magnanimous courso by granting full 
amnesty to all who participated in the 
movement against her, including persons 
who are or have been oilicially or otherwise 
connectod with tho Provisional Government, I 



depriving them of no right or privilege 
which they enjoyed boforo the revolution of 
last January, und that all obligations croat 
ed by the Provisional Government should 
be assumed. In obedienco to the command 
of tho President, I have secured 
the Queen'a agreement to this coutse, 
and I now deliver a writing signed 
by her and duly attested, a 
copy of which I will leave with you. I. will 
now read that writing. I will read from 
tho original, leaving with you a cortified 
copy : 

" I, Liliuokalani, in recognition of tho 
high sonso of justice which has actuated tho 
President of tho United States, and desiring 
to put nsido all feelings of personal hatred 
or revenge, nnd to do what ia be8t for all the 
peoplo of those islands, both native and 
foreign born, do hereby und herein solemnly 
declare and pledgo myself that if reinstated 
na tho constitutional sovereign of the Ha- 
waiian islands, I will immediately pro- 
claim nnd declaro unconditionally and with- 
out reservation to every poraon who directly 
or indirectly participated in the 
revolution of January 17, 1893, 
a full pardon and amnesty for 
their offences with restoration of all rights, 
privileges und immunities under tho consti- 
tution and tho laws which have been made 
in pursuance thereof, and that I will forbid 
and prevent tho adoption of any monsure of 
proscription or punishment for what has 
been done in tho past by thoBO sotting up or 
supporting tho Provisional Government. I 
further solemnly agreo to accopt restoration 
under the constitution existing at tho time 
of Buid revolution, und that I will 
ahido by and fully exreuto that con- 
stitution with all tho guarantees as to 
person und property therein contained. I 
furthermore solemnly pledgo myself and 
my government if restored to assume all tho 
obligations created by tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment in the proper courso of administra- 
tion, including all expenditures for military 
or police service; it being my purpose, if 
restored, to aBBume tho government precise- 
ly as it existed on the day when it waa un- 
lawfully overthrown. 

Witness my hand Hub 18th of December, 
1893. Liliuokalani. 
Attest: J. V. Carter. 
It becomes my further duty to adviso 
you, air, the Kxecutivo of the Proviaionul 
Government, und your ministers, of the 
President's determination of the quoation 
which your action and that of the Queen 
devolved upon him, and that you are ex- 
pected to promptly relinquish to her her 
constitutional authority. And now,' Mr. 
President nnd gentlemen of the Provisional 
Government, with a deep and solemn sense 
of tho gravity of the situation, and with 
tho earnest hope that your an- 
swer will be inspired by that high 
patriotism which forgots all Bolf in- 
terest, in the name and by the 
authority of the United States of America, 
I Bubmit to you the question : Are you 
willing to abide by tho decision of the 
President ? 

I will leave this with you, Mr. President, 
and as your stenographer may not have got 
ovory word, und it may help him, I will 
leave also tho cortified copy that I have 
roferrcd to— tho agreement of the Queen. 

President Dolo — The Government will 
tako the matter under consideration and 
answer you us Boon aa they are ready. 

Mr. Willis— Yes, Bir, gentlemon, good 
day ! 

Preceding the demand of Minister Willis, 
tho following correspondence took place be- 
tween the two governments : 

Department ok Fokeion affairs, 

November 29, 1893. 
Sir— Having received from our minister 
at Washington, Hon. Lorrin A. Thurston, 
accredited to the Government of tho United 
Stutea of Amerieu, information of an official 
letter from Secretury of Stato Hon. Wulter 
Q. Greshamto President Cleveland, which is 
of an unfriendly naturo to wurd this Gov- 
ernment, recommending hos'ile action by 
tho President towards us, alleged copies of 
which letter havo been published in the 
American press, I desire to inquire of you 
whether tho published reports of such lot- 
ter of Secretary Qresham are substantially 
correct? If they are, I feel that it ia duo 
this Government that it should be informed 
of tho intentions of your Government in re- 
lation to the suggestions contained in tho 
suid letter of Mr. Greshum. 

Accept the assuranco of the profound 
consideration and high esteem with which

W. Q. Greaham, secretary of state, upon 
tho Hawaiian question, and Btating that if 
tho "published reports of such letter are 
substantially correct" you "feel that it is 
duo thia (your) Government" that "it should 
bo informed of tho intention of your (my) 
Government in relation to tho suggestions 
contained in tho Buid letter of Mr. Gres- 
ham." 

Aa to the letter of Mr. Gresham I have tho 
honor to call your attention to the fact, as 
shown by you, that it is » communication 
from a member of tho Cabinet to tho Presi- 
dent of the United Statos, und being a do- 
mestic transaction is not tho subject of 
diplomatic roprosentution. 

Answering your noto further I must ex- 
press my aincero regrot that it is not in my 
power at present to inform you of tho views 
or intentions of tho United E.ales. The 
President earnestly desires a speedy aettle- 
ment of your troublea und will, in my opin- 
ion, bo reudy to make known his purposes 
as Bocti as ho is informed oi certain mattors 
recently submitted to him.

SICILIAiN DISTURBANCES. 



Many Compromising Letters Found in 
the House of Deputy de 
Felice. 



Troops to Start From 'Rome at Once 
—French and German Social- 
ists Concerned. 



Residents of Palermo so Alarmed That 
They Hide all Their 
Valuables. 



Rome, Jan. S.— A search of Deputy de 
Felice's house in Borne haB resulted in tho 
securing of several letters addressed from 
Paris, signed Cipriani, tho Socialist exilo. 
The Central Socialist committee in Palermo 
has issued a defiant manifesto concerning 
tho arrest of do Felice and other Socialists. 
Tho Government has decided to apply ex- 
ceptional moasuro at onco. Premier Crispi 
' ns telegraphed orders that numerous com- 
munal councils will be dissolved at onco 
and that tho troopa called out for service 
will start without delay for Sicily. A priest 
In Purtenico haa been decorated by tho king 
for bravery in trying to quit the mob. All 
tho Sicilian officials have been warned that 
thoso fuiling to do their duty will bo pun- 
ished rigotoualy. Evidenco has been found 
by tho police in several cities that the Ger- 
man socialists, as well as tho French men, 
huve spent money in Sicily to spread tho 
propaganda of their causo. The army class 
of 1868 haB been colled out for Borvieo. 
Palermo is still quiet, deBpito the roeurriug 
rumors that tho provincial revolutionists are 
gathoring to attack the city. Many families 
in the city havo been so ulurmed at theao un- 
founded rumors that they have stored pro- 
visions in their cellars and have hiddon 
their small articles of high value.

Statistics as to Mining - in Canada 
Asked for by a European 
Syndicate. 



Great Dissatisfaction Existing: in West 
Indies Owing- to High 
Steamship Rates. 



(From Our Own Correspondent,) 
Ottawa, Jan. 8.— The Belgian consul- 
general has asked the Dominion Govern- 
ment to co-operato in collecting statistics 
relating to mining in Canada for a European 
syndicate. It is intended to issue period- 
ical reports upou tho following mattors of 
interest : 1. Description of deposits and 
mines ; 2, Their location as regards means 
and coBt of transportation ; 3, Best man- 
ner and reduced cost of working ; 4, Dis- 
posal of output ; fi. Establishment of new 
metallurgical industries in utilizing ores. 
The inquiry will extend over three years 
and tho reports will be distributed in 
French and German text by tho govern- 
ments interested. 

Departmental agents in the West Indies 
report great dissatisfaction owing to tho 
high steamship rates charged on the subsi- 
dized lines. 



GERMAN POLITICS. 

Simultaneous Sessions of the Reichstag and 
Landtag— Russian Commercial Treaty. 

Berlin, Jan. 8.— Tho speech from the 
throne at the opening of the Landtag will 
point to the absoluto harmony of Prussia's 
policy with that of tho Empiro and hor de- 
termination to carry ouc thia policy despite 
all demagogical opposir-'on. A sop will ho 
throwu to the Conservatives in tho form of a 
bill creating agricultural chambers, and tho 
Centro will ho pacified by the revival of 
Count Zedlitz'a project for religiouB instruc- 
tion in the primary schools. The expecta- 
tion is, however, that the Landtug will not 
be amenable to any of tho inducements and 
that tho Government may as well preparo 
for defeat. 

THE SIMULTANEOUS SITTING 

of the Reichstag and tho Landtag ia likely 
to cause occasional difficulties. There aro 
eighty-eight imperial deputies who sit alao 
in tho Landtag. Of this number thirty- 
nine aro Clericals, sixteen National Liberals 
and fourteen Conservatives. The Govern- 
ment W arranging that the fitst debate 
shall relate to part of tho budget. Then 
tho tobacco tax bill will bo read for tho 
first time and referred to committee All 
Dr. Miguel's tax reforms will go to com- 
mittee, which will keep them on tho shelf 
until tho Russian commercial treaty shall 
have been brought through or loat. 

This treaty will bo submitt* d to tho 
lloichatug about February 1. The Chancel- 
lor's plan evidently ia to uao the familiar 
tactics of splitting up tho Parliamentary 
groups, confusing tho ieaueB, intriguing and 
avoiding at all times any lino of policy which 
might unite ugoinat him all tho hostilo olo- 
meuts. The Reichstag publishes lettors 
from the Chancellor to the Conservutivo 
Unicn in Koenigsberg concerning bimetal- 
ism. The Chancellor says that ho is willing 
to hoar expert testimony us to tho measures 
likely to ubato tho depreciation of silver, but 
hu cannot discuss the remonotizution of sil-

DIPLOMATIC CHANGE. 

The Argentine Minister at Rio Removed— Ask- 
ing for United States Protection. 

Washington, Jan. 8. — It has transpired 
that, quite innocently and, indeed, with tho 
very best intentions, tho U. S. Government 
and Capt. Picking, in command of tho U. S. 
naval forces at Rio have in a measure been 
responsible for a diplomatic change at that 
city. It Beoms that Mello, tho insurgent 
naval chief, while in tho bay of Rio, soized 
the Argentine Bhip, Dom Pedro III, laden 
with cattlo from Buonos Ayrea. Mr, 
Arroyo, Argentine Minister at Rio. 
in the absence of any war vessels of his na- 
tion, appealed to Capt. Picking for protec- 
tion. The captain referred tho request to 
the authorities at Washington, and ho was 
advised by them to render any assistance 
within his power. Tho matter coming to 
tho attention of tho Argontine government, 
however, Mr. Arroyo was recillod to 
Buenos Ayrea, on the ground that his ap- 
plication was prematura or unnecessary. 
The c iso was argued by Argentino officials, 
being one in which Brazil could havo been 
held for dumagos at tho expiration of the 
present condition of affairs, and not one 
calling for tho interference of armed forces. 
Mr. Arroyo has served his country as min- 
ister to Chili as well as to Brazil. 



MATTERS IN KIO. 

Government Claims the Right to Bombard En- 
chandos Island us Occupied by 
Insnrgents. 

Rio Janeiro, Jan. 8. — Everything is quiet 
to-day in this capital. A special meeting of 
tho oommanders of the foreign warships in 
this harbor was held yesterday. Tho com- 
manders refused to consider the protest of 
Admiral da Gamo, commander of tho insur- 
gent squadron hero against the bombard- 
ment of the hospital on ICnohandos Island, 
held by the insurgents. Tho Government 
claims the right to bombard the island, for 
it is not only occupied by tho hospital but 
by active insurgents. The insurgent maga- 
zines uro also located there. One of the 
hospitals in Rio Janeiro had, on November 
lit), twenty-eight wounded soldiers. During 
December ono hundred and three wounded 
were received. Of this number ninety-nine 
were cured and six died. One hundred and 
ono soldiers have been treated at tho sur- 
geona'. Tho total number of wounded in 
Rio Janeiro does not exceed two hundred 
and fifty. 

IRREGULARLY IMPRISONED. 

Loud Protests In Rio Janeiro Against Arrests 
of Orderly Citizens. 

London, Jan. 8. — A dispatch from Lis- 
bon states that advices received there show 
that loud protests aro being made in Rio 
Jaueiro ugainat tho irregular imprisonment 
of orderly citizens, Bomo of whom havo been 
kept in jail for twenty days without a sign 
of their being tried for their alleged oilense 
Tho prisoners aro not allowed to communi- 
cate with their friends. Tho Government 
newspaper El Tempo, which recently sus- 
pended, was compelled to stop publication 
owing to the character of its comments on 
tho British consul's notico that all communi- 
cations between British vessels and the 
shore had been stopped, owing to the danger 
from the fire of tlio Nichteroy battery. 
The Brazilian sudors who were lately ordered 
to roturn homo from Toulon, aro said to 
have been thrown into prison as soon aa they 
arrived at Rio Janeiro. 



CENTRAL AMERICA. 

More Fighting Going On— Bonilla's Troops 
Outnumber Their Adversaries. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 8 — General 
Williams, who was taken prisoner when tho 
town of Choleteuca, in Honduras, was cap- 
turod on January 4 by Bonilla's troops, triod 
to escape to-day and was killed by a sen- 
tinel. General Ortiz has sent a body of 
troops to capturo Amapala, ex-port of entry 
of Honduras, on tho Pacific Coast. Foreign 
residents hero havo asked the U. S. minister 
to order tho warship Ranger, now at Corin- 
to, Nicaragua, to Amulpa at onco to protect 
their interests. 

San Salvador, Jan. 8 — Forty refugees 
from VWquez'a army havo crossed tho 
frontier inta Salvador. They say Vasqutz's 
army is disheartened on account of delcats, 
and that ho is concentrating his forces to 
defend the capital, leaving other towns un- 
protected. Bunilla iB capturing theao 
towno. They also say Bonilla has a force 
of over 2,500 men, and tho allies number 
about the same, while Vasquez has only 
about 4,000 men. 



CAPTAIN WILSON AND PARTY. 

All Hopes Must Be Abandoned of Their 
Safety. 

London, Jan. 8.— Sir Henry Leitch, Im- 
perial Governor of Capo Colony, cabled 
to day to the Marquis of Ripon, Secretary 
of State for tho Colonies, that ho feared all 
hope of tho survival of Captain Wilson and 
his party must be abandoned. Ab soon as 
the rains ceaae and the streams fall suffici- 
ently to make travel possible, a strong patrol 
will bo sent out, Sir Henry says, to bury 
tho bodies of Wilson and Ihb men. Captain 
Wilson crossed tho Shangani river with 
twenty men, on Dec. 4, in pursuit of King 
Lobengula, and on tlio next morning wus 
roinforced by Major Forbes, his chief, who 
aent Captain Barrow with fifteen mon to 
help him light tho Matabelo, Nothing 
poBitivoly as to tho fato of Major Wilson 
has boon learned sinco.

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MUNICIPAL NOMINEES. 

The Two Mayoralty Candidates Farm 
ally Before the Public— Nomina- 
tion Addresses. 



The School Trustees and the South 
Ward Aldermen Elected by 
Acclamation. 



Nominations yesterday gavo a more, 
definite aspect to tho municipal contests 
and there aro now iu the field, besides the 
two candidates for tho mayoralty, five 
aspirants for aldormauio honors in Central 
ward, and tho same number in North ward, 
while in the South ward tho elections went 
by acclamation. The three school trustees 
seeking ro-election wore eimilarly favored 
Tho nominations opened us usual at I'. 
o'clock, and after tho names of tho cundi 
dates had been handed in to Returning 
Otlicor Hull, thoso present adjourned from 
the nominating place, iu the Police court 
room, to tho Council chamber. Then ex-Aid 
Robertson was elected chairman, and the 
candidates wero invited to speak. 

Mayor lieuven was first called on. He 
referred at the outset to the satisfactory 
showing made by the published financial 
statement, which, it teemed to him, indi- 
cated that there might safely be a reduction 
in tho assessment. Though he had been at- 
tacked personally since the contest opened, 
ho was glad to say that it had not been by 
his opponent, Mr. Teugue, who had treated 
him throughout in a gentlemanly manner, 
and on his part he had not up to '.he pres- 
ent mentioned Mr. Teugue's namo in his 
addresses. As to the charges mado against 
him, there seemed to be a difference of 
opinion even amongst his oppououts, for 
while some of them asserted that he had 
usurped power, the COLONIST blamed him 
for not having takou advantage of the power 
given him by the Municipal act. He 
thought, therefore, that his opponents 
might be loft to themselves to 
fight out this question. As to the 
business of tho city ho would first refer to 
the sewerage. This, ho boiieved, should be 
carried out to completion in a certain por- 
tion of the city so that the system could be 
given a thorough test, and to carry this out 
ho would recommend borrowing $'250,000. 
If this was satisfactory tho sowerago could 
be completed under the Local Improvement 
by-law, thoso portions already sewered 
paying in preportion to tho amount alreudy 
spent on them. Ho asked a largo turnout 
of the ratepayers on Thursday, and hoped 
that they would elect the best man. 

Aid. Bragg attacked Mayor Heaven on tho 
same lines as at the ward meetings with re- 
spect to tho excessive use of power charged 
against him, and gave instances in illustra- 
ti>n. 

Aid. Baker Bpoko briefly, thanking tho 
ratepayers of the North ward for having 
again nominated him, audjpromising to con- 
tinue to servo them to tho best of his ability. 

W. J. Ledingham asked the ratepayers to 
attend the meeting at Victoria West, Tues- 
day evening, as he had many interesting 
points in municipal politics to discuss. Ho 
favored tho frontogo tax as tho best for the 
general welfare of the city. He askp . the 
people to speak out their opinions .j civio 
business, aH very often good meas^.eu could 
not bo carried because tho public had not 
been heard from concerning them. 

W. J. D>vyer again expressed himself as 
at tho two meetings in the North Ward, 
giving a long list of subjects upon which 
municipal action is needed. He specially 
emphasized tho necessity that the city 
should secure the Indian reserve. 

J. C. Blackett taid he stuck to every 
word cf tho address he had mado at the 
Work Katatn meeting on Saturday night. 
As to the answer then made by Mr. Teague 
about the sewers, if it was correct so much 
the better for the people, if not so much the 
worse. He declared that ho would not 
mako a personal canvass, but if the North 
Ward elected him ho would do all in his 
power for it. 

Aid. Styles gavo tho meeting statistics 
showing the extent of the work done during 
the year on the streets, crossings and aide- 
walks, and also in sewer construction. He 
advocated improvement of the public park 
and the reclamation of the James Hay mud 
Hats, stating that while the Council had 
rejected a by-law he introduced for borrow- 
ing §30,000 for building a causeway aeroBS 
James Bay, two-thirds of that amount had 
since been spent upon the wooden bridge. 
If re elected, he would seek to decrease the 
rate of taxation, but he would bo willing to 
see it increased for a time if this would be 
the means of bringing a transcontinental 
railway to this city. 

Louis Vigelius swid that he did not feW 
like a new man in coming forward, as he 
had for many years represented Yates 
Btreet ward, for which, after a term in pri- 
vate life, he had egaiu on me forward. Ho 
had no epeeial fault to find with tho out- 
g jing O"unoil, but thought the assessment 
wus too high, and would do his best to re- 
duce it. Ho was in f ivor of giving a bonus 
to tecuro a traascontin. utal railwuy for 
Victoria. 

Hugh H. Maodonald c iiicised the Coun- 
cil ot IS!),') because the promises so liberally 
made then had not been carried out. Ho 
referred to tho want of proper methods in 
connection with rock crushing, stating that 
that taken out of Oak Hay avenue cost the 
city $7 50. Ho thought tho rock should bo 
crushed where needed, so as to save the cost 
of handling. 

Tho newly-elected aldermen for the South 
ward, Messrs. H. A. Mur.n, D. R. Harris 
and J. K. Wilson, brie fly returned thanks 
for tho honor conferred upon them, and ho 
did Messrs J. S. Yates, Caleb liishop and 
Win. Morchant, re-elected as school irusteos, 
and the meeting then adjourned.

JUDGED BY RESULTS. 

Tho Times attributes our opposition to 
Mr. Beaven us candidate for the ntlice of 
Mayor to "hatred." This is both foolish 
and untrue. Our opposition to Mr. Boave^ 
as our readers cin readily see, is not on per- 
sonal grounds. We ask the electors to judge 
Mr. Bouvon by his works aa Mayor. This 
is tho proper teat, in fact, the only fair ono. 
He hus been Mayor now for two years. 
What are tho rosulta ? Is there any man of 
tho least intelligence in tho city who can 
honestly say that it has been well governed 1 
In whatever direction lie looks, signs, und 
conspicuous signs, of neglect and misman- 
agement are visible. Nothing is aa it ought 
to bo, or as it would have been, if for tho 
last two years a practical man of intelli- 
gence and energy had beon at tho head of 
its affairs. 

Tho Times virtually admits that tho city 
is in a most doplorablo condition. The 
" hatred " of the Colonist has had nothing 
to do with tho uegleot of the comfort and 
tho convenience of tho citizens which is so 
apparent in every direction, and which 
overyouo feels whenever ho takes hia walks 
abroad or tries to bo comfortable at homo. 
Tho "hatred" of the Colonist has not 
caused our streoU to bo ill-lighted, uneven 
and dirty. That " hatred " has not stood in 
the way of having the water service im- 
proved, nor has put a stop to tho construc- 
tion of tho Bowers. The way in which tho 
Colonist regards the Mayor has had 
nothing to do with the waste of tho tax- 
payers' money, which is a subject of gen- 
eral complaint. 

The Times resorts to the school boy's ex- 
cuse. It wasn't the Mayor who is to blame 
for the tnisgovernment of tho city and the 
blunders that have beon made, it was all 
the fault of the aldermen. No doubt if 
any one of tho aldermen was asked how it 
is that tho city, from ono end to the other, 
is in such a disgraceful state, he would say : 
"It is not our fault, tho Mayor took tho 
management of almost everything on him- 
self and treated us as if wo were of no ac- 
count at all." And it is a fact that the 
aldermen have been continually complaining 
of tho way in which they have been ignored 
and snubbed by tho Mayor. This, of itself, 
is a most serious disadvantage. The Mayor 
who cannot get on well with the Council iB 
not a good mayor— is not fit to 
preside over its deliberations. It is 
hard to tell how much huBinesB 
has been obstructed during the last two 
years on account of tho want of harmony 
and cordiality between the Mayor and the 
aldermen. 

But we have shown that tho Mayor 
poBseEsea largo powers under tho law, and 
that it is perfectly fair to hold him re- 
sponsible, both for what has been done 
wrongly and for what has been left undone, 
in the administration of tho city's affairs. 

It is significant that tho Times, friendly 
as it is to Mr. Beaven, doos not defend hia 
administration on its merits. It does not 
venture to say that tho work done by him, 
as mayor, is good work and will stand the 
tost of the closest examination. It, in fact, 
tacitly admits that tho contrary is the case, 
but tries to throw the blame of the Mayor's 
shortcomings on the aldermen's shoulders. 

AN UNFORTUNATE OCCURRENCE. 

It is very unfortunate that tho troops of 
England and France should have como into 
collision in Western Africa. Tho French 
are at all times very touchy about such mat- 
ters, and just now it would appear that 
they are moro than ordinarily ready to take 
offence. It can easily bo seen by the com- 
ments of tho French nowspupers on the af- 
fair at Warina that the people of that coun- 
try aro very much disposed to concludo that 
the collision wa3 not accidental, and that 
the British ure to blame for the unhappy re- 
sult. Tho matter is in itself a trifling 
one, but it depends upon tho temper 
that tho French are in, whother it 
will not bo magnified into soinothing 
seriouB. There have been indications for 
some little timo that Groat Britain has not 
beon regarded with favor by Franco, and 
that it would not tako a vory groat deal to 
croato a misunderstanding botween tho two 
nutionB. Harold Frederic, writing to tho 
New York Times on the :50th of last month, 
Bays that "undoubtedly a fiorce Anglo- 
phobia haa now taken a powerful hold on 
tho French mind." Ho continues : 

Englishmen who habitually visit Franco 
at midwintor return now shaking their 
heada. While there had boon no ovort dis- 
courtesy, thoy havo been conscious this 
timo of an almost universal antipathy sur- 
rounding them as by a wall. They say 
that oven in the. yoarB immediately 
following 1871, tho Germans in Franco 
never experienced such au apparent and 
general hostility as tho English now cn- 
countor. I know of my own knowledge that 
Americans in Paris find it to their advantago 
to tako pains to mako everybody understand 
that they havo nothing whatever hut a 
languugo in common with tho detested 
Anglais. Ropeatod incidents aro related to 
me nf Londoners who have intimate friend- 
ships in Paris, and oven family tios, hut this 
year get no Christmas cards, or who find 
thoir former comrades in Paris avoiding 
thorn. 

Considering the Inflammable stato of 



Europe, every indication of unfriendliness or 
dislike on tho part of Franco is regarded aa 
important. If, as appears by tho above 
oxtract, tho French are only waiting for a 
decent excuse to pick a quarrel with Eng- 
land, thia unfortunate controtompa in Africa 
may be made tho pretoxt for which the war 
party in Franco havo been longing. If it is 
takon up by tho French Government and 
construed into a deliberate inBult to Franco 
and an infringement of her rights in WeBt- 
orn Africa, wo shall soon hear tho way in 
which it is looked upon and what aro likely 
to bo its consequences. 

A GOOD YEAR. 

Trade waB dull in most countries last 
year. It waB peculiarly so in Great Britain 
and tho United States, Tho volumo of 
trade in both those coun trios haa been con- 
siderably diminished. This, wo oro happy 
to bo able to say, is not tho cuso with tho 
Dominion of Canada. Tho aggrogato trade 
of Canada last yoar was greater than that of 
any previous year. It amounted to $'217,- 
094,018. In 1S92 it was $241,369,443, Tho 
year which cuno uoarest to theao two years 
was 1883, when tho aggrogato trade of tho 
Dominion was $'2,'I0, .'>,'!!), Si>6. There was 
an increaso in both tho import and tho ex- 
port trado compared with that of tho pre- 
vious year. Last your tho imports were §1-!),- 
074,208, in 1892 thoy were §127,400,068. 
Canada exported in 18'J.'i, products to the 
value of £1 18,619,750, and in 1S92 tho value 
of hor exports was $113,963,375. This givos 
an increase for this year of $4,656,375. Tho 
imports for homo consumption reached a 
total of $121,705,030 as contrasted with 
$116,978,943 of the previous year, and tho 
duty collected amounted to $21,161,711, 
against $20,550,581 in 1892. 

This is cheering. It was supposod when 
tho McKinloy turill' was enacted, that thero 
would bo a very considerable falling off in 
the foreign trade of tho Dominion us a 
whole, und that our trade with tho United 
States would bo completely ruined. Tho 
exports to tho United States in tho 
face of tho high duties, amounted to S.'i'J,- 
841,710, a slight increaso over 1892, when 
we sold tho AmoricanB S?.'iS,US8,027 
worth of goods. Canada's exports to Great 
Britain amounted to $64,080,498. Tho bulk 
of Canada's foreign trade, as the reudor Bees, 
is with these two countries— our nearest 
neighbor and our mother couutry. Wo im- 
ported in 189.'!, from Groat Britain, goods to 
tho value of $43,148,413, and from tho 
United States our imports were §52,221,970. 
In 1S92 we took moro goods from our big 
neighbor, their value being §51!, 1157,572. It 
ia not a little surprising that bo shrewd a 
people as the Americans, uppeur disposed to 
to be unaccommodating and churlish to so 
good a customer as Canada is, and if it 
rcceivo decent treatment will continue to bo. 
Our neighbors attach much importunco to tho 
balance of trado. Well, tho balance of their 
trade with Cunoda is greatly in their favor, 
for last year they acid us $52,221,976 worth 
of goods, while wo sold them only $39,844,- 
,710 worth, leaving a balanco of over twelve 
millions in thoir favor. But they are, wo 
think, beginning to see their mistake, and 
have determined to do better in the future. 
Trade between two such countries bb tho 
United States and Canada, if it exists at all, 
cannot but bo profitablo to both. Under 
tho Wilson tariff commercial intercourse bo 
tween the two countries will, according 
to present appearunces, ho moro intimate 
a'nd of greater extent, and we have no doubt 
more profitablo. 



PROMISE AND PERFORMANCE. 

The Populist party in tho Unitod States 
is\ us a political orgnnizition, very young 
indeed. Its founders were upostlcs of poli- 
tical purity and patriotic disinterestedness 
Thoy denounced tho old parties becauso 
they had degraded politics into a trade, 
Thoy advocated a return to republican sim 
plicity, and thoy were never tired of inveigh 
Ing against self-seeking in tho men elected to 
munago the country's affairs. Thoy promised 
that if tho votes of tho people ever placed 
them in power they would establish a now 
and hotter order of things. They would 
drive corruptionists out of public life, and, 
under their regime, overy public servant, 
from the highest to the lowest, would throw 
away selfish ambition, and in everything he 
did and said would have in view tho general 
good, and nothing elso. 

The people of several States heard the pro 
feBsions of patriotism, made by tho Populist 
leaders, with delight. They believed that 
tho men wero us honest as they wero enthu 
siastic, and that if they wero entrusted with 
power, thoyjwould carry out their professions 
into practice The eloctor3 of Kunsua put 
tho Populists it: poasession of tho State. The 
men of that party wore, for a timo, eupreme 
They had a fair field and a freo hand. Did 
thoy make tho reforms which thoy udvocat 
ed when thoy wero trying to gain tho confi 
donco of tho pooplo J Was tho Populist 
Government of Kansas a model Stato Gov 
ornment J Thia ia what tho St. Paul Pioneer 
Press Bays of tho Populist administration in 
Kansas : 

Tho lecson of Kansas haa been a moat in- 
Btruotivo ono. Tho Peoplo's party has had 
froo courso thero to exhibit ita principles 
and its tendencies. And of all tho disgrace- 
ful, corrupt, litigious, law-defying govor:-, 
monta that this country has ever seen, that 
of Kansas under tho Populists ia tho worst. 
Selfish and greedy beyond anything that 
either of tho old parties could show iu thoir 
worst estate; reckless of lawo and courts 
and public ordor as no party outsido the 
oriminal classoB has over Bhown itsolf; dedi- 
cated to the strifes of small-potato polities 
and tho gathering in of picayuniah bits of 
public Bpoils, the Peoplo's party of Kansas 
haa shown tho country what aro tho con- 
stituent elements which aro tho moving 
forceB, what the real aims of this now organ- 
isation that protended to a lofcy scheme of 
fraternal union, and haB attracted to itsolf 
tho ignorant and tho greedy and oast-off 
materials of both parties. 

Thero aro others besides citizons of the 
United States who should learn a vory valu- 
ablo losson from tho vagaries, tho viola- 



tions of law and the other outrages of the 
Populist demagoguoB in Kansas. The 
demagogue who is loud and ostentatious in 
his professions of zsal for the public good 
and who bitterly censures and uncharitably 
judgeB those who hold tho offices he ia try- 
ing to seize, is not confined to the State of 
KunauB. Ho is found wherever populor 
govornmont exists. And ho is, in ninety- 
nine oaaea out of a hundred, either an 
empty-headed blatherskite or a greedy, cal- 
culating knave who deliberately humbugs 
the pooplo iu order to advance his own per- 
sonal interests. The country in which ho 
aud his class succeed, as they havo in Kan- 
sas, in attaining their object, is moBt un- 
fortunate. It is certain to bo fearfully mis- 
governed aud to becomo tho proy of a con- 
scienceless set of thievoa and hypocrites. 
Tho Government of Kansas is to-day, after 
tho 'Populists havo been in possession of it 
for some timo, in overy singlo particular, tho 
exact opposite to what tho Populiat agitat- 
ors two or throo yoara ago promised and 
protlictod it would be. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Not a few readers of the Colonist will 
bo deeply aorry to learn of tho death of tho 
genial, whole-souled Alonzu Wright, famil- 
iarly— and at tho same timo deservedly — 
known ua the King of the Gutiueau. Mr. 
Wright sat for' Ottawa County in tho old 
Parliament of Canada from 180,'i until tho 
Union, continuing to ropresent tho constitu- 
ency iu tho Commons until he rotired prior 
to tho laat general elections. Ho was one of 
tho most cordial of hosts, aud hia special 
kindnesses to his brother members will not 
be forgotten by tho representatives of this 
Province. His residence, "Ironside Hull," 
Was the sceno of constant entertainments 
gotten up for visitors, und during 
the session Mr. Wright may bo 
said to have "kept open house." Ho 
never set down aught in malice, nor did it 
seem possible for him to wound any one's 
auscoptibilities, no matter how keen. Mr. 
Wright wus always ready to pour oil upon 
tho troubled waters of parliamentary life, 
und in his own unassuming yet jovial way 
was tho means of healing the wounds of 
mnny a politiciun who had been severely 
handled in debate. Mr. Wright viaited 
Victoria several yours sinco and renewed 
many old friendships, which will long livo 
in the memory of the aurvivora.

THE AUSTRALIAN STEAMER. 



After a Rough Weather Passage the 
" Wnrrimoo " Arrives Promptly 
oil Time. 



The "Miowera" ou the Way to Sail 
Eraucisco-»A Fiji Glacial's 
Views. 



Tho Canadian- Australian liner Warimoo, 
Herbert Perry commander, arrived hero 
ubout nine o'clock laat ovoning. Tho vobboI 
loft Sydnoy on tho 18th December at 5:50 
p.m., urriving at Suva, Fiji, on tho morning 
of tho 24th at 5:35. Sho sailed again at 10 
a.m. the same day, and arrived at Honolulu 
on tho Slat at 9 p.m., leaving again for Vic- < 
toria on tho following day at 1:05 p.m. 
Moderate to freBh northeast winds woro ex- 
perienced as far as Honolulu ; thenco strong 
northeast winds, which increased to a galo 
with very heavy bob, the engines having to 
bo eased down. On tho 4th instant tho 
weather bocamo more moderate and re- 
mained favorable for tho rost of tho voyage. 
On tho 5ch instant, in lat. 3u' 06 and long. 
141 9, she spoko the Italian bark Cattariua 
Acamo, bound from Cardiff to San Francisco. 
The following wero tho Warrimoo'a passen- 
gers : Basil Thomson, B. Patrick, F. W. 
Richmond, J. T. Bothwell, J. Graham, J. 
W. Gray, Mra. Stillwell and family, C. 
Froat, J. D Arnold, Mr. Kiesel. Tho cargo 
comprises 2,000 bags of rico, 300 Imlea of 
wool, 1,000 cases preserved meats, 30 boxes 
butter, 300 baga BUgar, 20 cases arrowroot, 
50 caBea honey, 20 sackB cocoanuts, 200 
packages general merchandise. Tho W arri- 
moo landed mails and some cargo here, and 
proceeded to Vancouver at four o'clock this 
morning. For the first timo alio brought no 
fruit from Honolulu or elsewhere. 

The Warrimoo was again quarantined at 
Fiji, on account of tho prevalence of measles 
in Australia. Ou her way down, atrangely 
enough, two cases of moasles broke out 
amongst tho cricket team returning to Aus- 
tralia, who had takon paeaugo here, so that 
tho voaael could not call there either. On 
this trip aho brought mails, u small quantity 
of freight and ono passenger from Fiji, thia 
being Basil Thomson, nativo land commis- 
sioner, who is on hia way to tho Old Coun- 
try for a holiday. Ho hasbeen in 
tho employ of tho British Government 
in tho Pacific ialauda for tho paBt 
ten years, and began his career in the 
tropics as Prime Minister for tho King of 
Tonga. In an interview last ovening ho 
said to tho Colonist thatsiuco tho founda- 
tion of tho new Canadian-Australian lino of 
steamers, the people of Fiji had felt a con- 
siderable stimulus in all branches of in- 
dustry, and already plana were being laid 
by the Government to direct tho now pro- 
jects of tho native's iuto profitable grooves. 
Tho sugar cane planters, who have up to 
the present timo found the only 
outlet for their produco in Aus- 
tralia, will in futuro look for a 
largo market in Canada, and they are ex- 
tending the acreage under growth very rap- 
idly. A good deal was expected of the 
shipment of fresh tropical fruit from Suva 
to Vancouver on the Arawa, but it was 
found that on account of the cold weather 
at thiB end of tho trip the bulk of tho 
shipment waa ruined. Profiting by thia ex- 
perience, it has been decided not to attempt 
another fruit cargo until tho summer, when 
the latest system of packing will bo util- 
ized. AfTaira in Fiji aro dragging them- 
selves along in on uninteresting manner, 
tho only noteworthy item being tho grati- 
fying deairo on tho part of the Fijians to 
take up land and cultivate it extensively. 
Tho miniater enjoyed his first sight of an 
electric car when he camo into town last 
night from tho outer wharf, and was highly 
pleaaed with his experience. He doea not 
believe, however, that the country ho helps 
to govern will attain to the dignity of auch 
an innovation for several yearB to como. 

On tho way acroaa aix baga of maila in- 
tended for this port wero found to be in 
contact with salt water, caused through 
leakage in tho mail room. Tho baga were 
opened, the contents carefully dried and re- 
placed in their respective bags, which were 
then sealed on board tho voaael. Captain 
Perry duly roported these facts in a letter 
to tho postmaster hero. 

The Miowera is now on her way to San 
Francisco from Honolulu with a cargo of 
fruit. Sho ia in command of Capt. 
Stott, who, having como up 
hero on the Arawa for orders, 
returned to Honolulu on the sumo veaael. 
Tho Miowera goes to San Franciaco to com- 
plete repairs, and will thero receivo tho now 
rudder post sent out from England. She 
made a trial trip on tho 23rd of December, 
in charge of Chief Officer Clovoland, Capt. 
Stott not having then returned. Chiof En- 
gineer Smith of the U. S. S. Philadelphia, 
aud Chiof Engineer Armatrong of H. M. S. 
Champion, who had assisted in tho examina- 
tion of tho engines, went out to seo how 
they would work. The trip proved quito 
satisfactory, and tho vessel then received 
her cargo. Sho waa all ready to sail when 
the Warrimoo left.

INSULTED THE FLAG. 

Brazilian Government Have to Apologise for 
Attacking a German Boat. 

BUENOS Ayrks, Jan. 8, — The lateat from 
Rio do Janeiro is that a German boat from 
tho warship Alexandrina was fired on by 
Government troops at tho coal depot on 
MocaDguo island on December 22. The 
commander of tho Alexandrina, after consul- 
tation with tho German Minister in iiio ( 
demanded an apology from the Government 
and a lalute to the German flag. Tho apol- 
ogy waa given ou the 2Uth and a saluto waB 
fired from Fort Santa Cruz The officer in 
charge of tho troops who did tho firing was 
dismissed.

It 
is roported that last week pluns wero laid to 
capture Admiral Saldanha, but they were 
revealed to him by a friend, who was an 
officor of the National Guard. Tho officer 
was shot by order of Gen. Tellca when hia 
act was discovered.

MUNICIPAL ELECTION 

1894. 

To the Electors and Delegates who 
asked me to become a Can- 
didate for Mayor of the Oity of 
Victoria for the Year 1894, 



Gentlemen,— Believing that but a cer- 
tain few attend public meetingB and that 
certain others almoat religiously Btay away 
from public meetings, it haa occurred to mo 
that it will bo impoaaible for any candidato 
in tho short time before election to person- 
ally talk to the majority of tho voters ; 
therefore I have reBolved to — through tho 
medium of tho press — put forward my views 
on a few subjecta wh'ch may ho considered 
important, in order that all may be made 
fully aware of my sentimenta. 

Sewsrage — With reforenco to aower- 
ngo, I believe that the truo interests 
of the city imperatively demand a complete 
system of Bewerago. I should therefore use 
every effort to carry out to completion the 
present separate system. 

Taxation — With regard to the difficult 
problem of taxation, my best efforts will bo 
to accuro tho loweat rate compatible with 
tho truo interests of the city. Why a fino 
should bo impoaed on any peraon making 
improvementa I cannot sec. 

I would also aim at economical and 
efficient expenditure of city funds, which I 
am quito sure ia not dono at present, money 
continuouely being waated through varioua 
causes. 

I take the poaitivo stand that tho conduct 
of municipal aff airs coming before the mayor 
aud aldermen muat be kept entirely distinct 
from politics, 

Water Sfi'i'i.Y— This important and long' 
neglected matter Bhculd receivo attention, 
l'ortiona of the water shed, now a source of 
danger, should be acquired by tho city, tho 
wholo lako fenced in, vegetable matter ro- 
moved from lieavcr lake, tho dam improved 
bo that tho water now running to waste 
should bo stored, filters constructed, etc. 
Tho reeklesa waste of water by consumers 
should be stopped. If these matters aro 
aticndpd to, tho ratepayers will get all tho 
wator wanted, as well as pressure for all 
purposes. 

James Bay— I am in favor of building a 
permanent roadway full width of Govern- 
ment atreot and securing from purties who 
have tho necessary earth otc , and under- 
taking to deposit the same therein until tho 
wholo bed is rilled at as little cost aa poaaiblo 
to the city. Thia would mako a grand im- 
provement, form a large amount of property, 
which could bo leased out and soon made to 
return a magnificent incomo to tho corpora- 
tion, furnish employment for a largo number 
of mon and cost tho taxpayers but a com- 
paratively trifling sum. 

Another thing to which I wish to call 
your attention is tho mattor in which a 
largo number of voters aro annually disfran- 
chised. 1 contend that every voter should, 
on demand, be presented by the proper 
oflicor with a detailed Btatement of hia in- 
debtedness, and upon payment of tho samo 
recoivo a receipt in full of all demands, and 
not, in tho end, nftor paying poBBibly hun- 
dreds of dollars, find that tho omiaeion of 
some minor thing haa robbed him of all 
voice in tho affairs of the city.

itliicr Cold nil Over Europe. 

London, Jan. S.— Thero has been a heavy 
snow Btorni in Ireland and Scotland, and 
traffic of all kinds has been delayed. A 
heavy galo prevails on the east coast of 
England. The Thames is frozen over atTed- 
dington. In North Germany the weather 
is twenty decrees below freezinR point. 
Tho severe cold continues throughout Great 
Britain. Tho temperature in many places 
is tho lowest over known. Though the ther- 
mometer registers 5 to 10 abovo zero, tho 
suffering is as great as with -JO below in tho 
United States. The people are entirely unpre- 
pared for it, and the Buffering among tho 

Soor is intense. Many deaths from exposure 
avo occurred. Outdoor work is entirely 
suspended. Tho gale in tho Channel is 
somewhat abated, and mail boats have 
resumed their trids. Tidal streams are 
frozen solid. A heavy snowstorm prevails. 
Reports from Spain say that tlm most in- 
tense cold prevails there. At Zorita the 
temperature was 10 abovo. At Buyos sev- 
eral people have been frozen to death. 
Snow is still falling and the cold increasing 
Tho same conditions prevail in Russia. At 
Moscow rho temperature is '_'G below zero ; 
at Nijoi Novgorod, it is 34 below ; at Khar- 
koff, 23 below. 

iiimit Swindler Arrested. 

BERLIN, Jan. S. — Tho police of this city 
have oflered a reward of §1,000 for the 
arrest of H. Hart, an American, who is said 
to belong to Buckley, Wash. Tho notice 
of the reward Btates that Hart, in company 
with his wife, has been in several parts of 
Germany. Hart was formerly president of 
tho Slato bank of Buckley, Washington, 
and is awaiting extradition in Baltimore on 
tho chargo of embezzling 830,000 of the 
funds of tho bank of which he was president. 
He swindled persons in many parts of the 
United States, but it has not been known 
here that he had extended his operations to 
Germany, as is evident from the Berlin dis- 
patch. 

Caprivi l»ld \ot Resign, 

Berlin, Jan. S. — The correspondent of 
the United Press is authorized officially to 
deny tho Vossisehe Zeitung's statement that 
Chancellor von Caprivi tendered his resig- 
nation ou New Year's day owing to the 
difference between the Emperor and him as 
to the Government colonial policy. The 
statement is said to bo utterly devoid of 
foundation in fact. 

Lieut, llnmltroiich'x Ilomlrldc. 

London*, Jan. 8 — Alfred Monaon, who 
was tried recently on the chargo of having 
killed Lieut. Hambrough at Ardlemont, in 
Argyleshire, says he will soon publish a 
book explaining fully the mystery of the 
murder, and telling tho truth about the dis- 
appearance of the man Scott, who was sup- 
posed to know all tho facts relating to the 
Bhooting. 

.lliirilereil on n Train. 

Lyons, Jan, S. — The body of an unknown 
man was found on the rails last evening. 
He had evidently been a passenger on the 
train between St. Gothard and Balviguey. 
The body Bhowed unmistakable evidence 
that tho man had been murdered and the 
bndy thrown from the train. 

African Police Killed. 

Cai'E Town, Jan. S. — Advices have been 
received hero that a post runner wl.o arrived 
at Palapye reports that fifteen members of 
tho Bechuanaland police have been killed 
near Inyat. No details have been received. 

French Senatorial Election!. 

Paris, Jan. 8. — Moderate newspapers 
agree that the result of yesterday'd senat- 
orial elections is fresh success for tho Re- 
publicans and a rebud to the Conservatives 
an 1 Socialists. The Journal des Ddbats ro- 
greto tho defeat of M. Waddington, ex-am- 
bassador to Great Britain. The paper de- 
clares this defeat is palpable to tho Senate. 
La Petite Republique says the hour has not 
come to elect Socialist senators; but Radi- 
cals of advanced opinions have been re- 
turned. 

Killer Weather In Mexico. 

City ok Mexico, Jan. 8 — This has been 
the coldeBt winter for many years. There 
is great destitution and intense fullering 
among tho the poor people, who are com- 
pelled to go without lire and have only 
scant food supplies. The hospitals, de- 
pendent upon public support, ure full of 
mendicants. One thousand blankets have 
been contributed to the poor by Simon Lara, 
the philanthropist. 

Collision oir Lowestoft. 

London, Jan. 8.— Tho British steamer 
Esk, bound from Shields to London with 
coal, collided off Lowestoft last night during 
tho fog with the Spanish steamer Mueques, 
ore laden, and bound from Bilbao for Mid- 
dksborotigh. Tho Spanish steamer sank 
Stern first in a few minutes. Twenty-two 
of the crew were rescued by the Esk, but 
two wero drowned. The Esk waa badly 
damaged. 

IRISH PARLIAMENTARY PARTY.

To expropriate certain real property for tho 
purpose of diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak Bay Avenue, being a public 
street situate within the City of Victoria. 

FT1HE Municipal Council of the Corporation of

1. It shall bo lawful for the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to expropriate and ihe 
said Corporation 1 ereby expropriates, for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a portion 
of Oak Bay Avenue being a public street situate 
within tho C.ty o'f Victoria, nil that piece or 
parcel of land being part of Lot 31 of a sub- 
division of sub-lot 1, Fern wood Estate, Section 
75, Victoria District, which said piece or parcel 
of land is more particularly described as fol- 
lows : 

Commencing at tho south-east corner of lot 2 
of said sub-division ; thence southerly across 
lot31 on a production of tho line between lots 2 
and 3, forty feet, more or less, to the north Hire 
of Oak Bay Avenue ; thence westerly along the 
north lino of Oak Bay Avenue flfty-throo feet,

California Lemon and Grange Crops 
Damaged by Frost— Chinese 
Won't Register. 



Orange and Lemon Crop Injured. 

Sax Francisco, Jan. 8.— Tlio unusually 
cold weather of the last few daya in South- 
ern California has Bcriouoly damaged the 
orange and lemon crop, larno quantities of 
fruit having been froat-bitteu, making it al- 
most worthless. Some growers declare about 
three-fourths of the crop has been damaged, 
and the majority express tho belief that 
only a quarter of thn orop is injured 
Chairman Perry, of the Southern California 
Fruit Exchange, says tho loss will run far 
into tho thousands, but tho exact amount 
cannot be known for several days. Other 
prominent growers, however, atato that 
choice fruit baa largely escaped, and that 
the damage will bo found to he comparative- 
ly email. 

Congress :if Trlsco. 

San Francisco, Jan. 8.— Ex-President 
Harrison and Governor MoKinley of Ohio 
have been invited to be present (the former 
to preside) at the congress of "economies 
and politics" to bo held during tho Midwin- 
ter Exposition. Among other congresses to 
be held are onu on education, another on 
astronomy and u third on mining. 

Chinese KeslatluK KcRlstralloii. 

San Francisco, Jan. 8.— It was discover- 
ed to day that Chinese had torn down all 
Government pnstorj put up in Chinatawn 
informing them that an ollico had been 
opened lor their registration uuder tho Mo- 
Greary law, and that Chinese placards warn- 
ing their countrymen not to register had 
taken the place of tho posters. 

Bcmovnl «r Dlrcllcts. 

WASHINGTON, Jon. S. — The recent discus- 
sion in the British Houao of Commons con- 
cerning an international agreemont'for tho 
removal of direlicts, especially from the es- 
tablished lanes of trans- Atlantic travel, has 
been followed by a communication from tho 
British ambassador here, inquiring whether 
the Government of tho United States has 
taken or will tako any definite steps for tho 
removal of these menaces to ocean trade and 
travel. Commissioner of Navigation Cham- 
berlain stated that tho subject matter of tho 
British ambassador's letter has been referred 
to tho Navy Department, whero it properly 
belongs. 

Recruits lor Brazil. 

Philadelphia, Jan. S.— Harry Tarchell, 
tho Englishman who has boon enlisting men 
in thiB city for Rhodea' Brazilian company, 
has over 500 men on his roll. Julius C. 
Rhodes, who expects to command tho 
battalion when it gets to Brazil, says that he 
now has two companies from Washington, 
each from Baltimore, Providence, R. I., 
Boston, Philadelphia, and two of miscel- 
laneous men' from different parts of tho 
country— in all about 800 men. Rhodea 
informed tho Philadelphia^ that when they 
got to Brazil they would bo expected to 
tight, and any man showing tho white feath- 
er would be shot. Rhodea said that he ex- 
picts no trouble from tho government about 
taking tho men to Brazil, as nono of them 
will be actually enlisted until they arrivo in 
that country. Rhodea expects to sail with 
his men for Brazil on Wodnesday. 

A Lunatic mill Crunk. 

Brooklyn, Jan. 8. — Edson C. Chick, the 
newspaper man who wanted George J. 
Gould to give him $100,000, with which ho 
proposed to start a magaziuo and mako Mrs. 
George J. Gould editress, was to-day com- 
mitted to the insane asylum. 

American Malls via Canada. 
WASHINGTON City, Jan. 7.— Acting Su- 
perintendent Nielson, of tho railway mail 
service, has written a general order that 
hereafter all mail for Hawaii, Fiji Islands 
and Australia, except New Zealand, bo for- 
warded by the most direct routo to Vancou- 
ver, B.C., to be included in the mails for 
dispatch thence to deatination on the 10th 
of each month. It is provided, however, 
that such mail matter can bo forwarded to 
Vancouver in time for dispatch at an earlier 
date than the flailing date of tho regular San 
Francisco mail steamer. The object of this 
arrangement is to provido against dolay in 
the delivery of mail. It is also ordered that 
in any ease in which it is not reasonably 
certain that the Vancouver routo will be the 
more expeditious tho mail be forwarded to 
San Francisco, 

Admiral niello Wounded. 

Montevideo, Jan. 7. — A correspondent 
at Rio sends word that news lias been 
received confirming tho repert that Mello is 
wounded on tho Aquidaban, It is also 
learned that ho ia suli'oring from beri beri. 
Peixoto ia diepleased ut the refusal of Gen. 
Argollo to engage the revolutionary iorcea 
in Rio Grande do Sul, commanded by Gen. 
Suraiva, ucd lia3 removed him from com- 
mand of tho army in the aouth. Ho has 
been superseded by Col. Pcgo. 

Arrival of n Long-Delayed hlilp.

DISTRESS IN OREGON. 

Governor Pennoyer Reiterates That Remuner- 
ative Employment Sis bucking- 
Matters in Idaho. 

PORTLAND, Jan. 7.— Governor Pennoyer, 
replying to oritioisms on tho statement in 
hia Christmas letter to tho President thut 
two- thirds of tho peoplo of Oregon were 
without employment, to-day said: "In ono 
sense of the word all ore employed. Tho 
tramp ia employed in hunting from placo to 
place for a job, -nd tho mechanic out of 
work ia employed in contemplating the aor- 
rowful condition of his wifo und children. 
What I meant was remunerative employ- 
ment, and what I said was true. Business 
ia paralyzsd, and two-thirds of our peoplo, 
if not falling behind, are making no head- 
way, nor will they until wo have full legal 
lender currency, gold, silver and treasury 
notes, with which to effect a ready and 
complete interchange of commodities." 

DENVER, Jan 7. — A special to tho Re- 
publican from Roiao City, Idaho, says : In a 
call issued to-day for tho executive commis- 
sion of tho trans-Mississippi Congress to 
convene in San Francisco on Monday morn- 
ing, February 12, Governor MoConnell, 
president of the CongresB, says : " As the 
time approaches for the meeting of the Con- 
gress I feel moro and morn the importance 
of tho gathering.

MODUS VIVENDI. 



The Canadiau Government Notified of 
its Renewal by Russia Hud 
Great Britain. 



Provisions of the Arrangement— U. S, 
Vessels to be Included in the 
Restrictions. 



Ottawa, Jan. 8.— The Earl of Aherdeon 
this morning received an official dispatch 
from Lord Ripon, Colonial Secretary of 
State, notifying tho Canadiau Government 
that Her Mojesty's Government has 
agreed with tho Government of Russia 
for the renewal of tho modus vivondi 
in tho matter of the Behring Sea 
fisheries until further notice, on tho 
understanding that vessels of tho United 
States aro subject to similar restrictions. 
Tho modus vivendi of last year establishes a 
protective zone of thirty miles around Rus- 
sian seal islands und provides that by this 
soaliiig vessel8 captured within this belt 
should bo ordered to Yokohama for trial by 
British authorities. When negotiations 
wero opened for a renewal of this arrange- 
ment for IS94, the British authorities, 
at tho suggestion of tho Canadian Govern- 
ment, replied that tho proposal would 
bo aecoptablo, provided United Slates ves- 
sels were also included in the proposed re- 
strictions. Tho decision of tho Paris tri- 
bunal being adverse to tho Russian and 
American contention of the exclusive juris- 
diction rendered it necessary that, according 
to tho Canadian view, the United States 
•hould bscomo a party to tho arrangement!, 
otherwise tho modus vivendi could not bo 
applied to Americans sealing within tho .'!0- 
inilo zone, provided thoy respected tho 
three-mile limit.

THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 

Continued from Pat/c One. 



I appreciate fully tho faot that any such 
action upon your part, in view of your 
oilicial relations with this Government 
would Betim impossible ; but as tho infor- 
mation has come to me from such sources 
that I am compelled to notico it, yon will 
pardon mo for pressing you for an immediate 
answer. 

Accept tho assurance of distinguished con- 
sideration with which I havo tho honor to

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that 
1 have a communication from my govern 
ment which I desire to submit to tho Presi 
dent and Ministers of your Government at 
any hour to-day which it may ple&so you to 
designate. 

With high regard and sincere respect, I 
am, sir, your obedient servant, 

(Signed,) Aliiert S. Willi.h,

Hon. Sanford B. Dole, Minister of Foreign 
A flairs. 

The reply of the Provisional Government 
was drafted by President Dole and contains 
botweeu five and six thousand words. It is 
an ablo document, and states tho caso of 
Hawaii in no pleuding form. Ouo of tho 
strong points of tho reply is that tho ex- 
Queen's point of amnesty is not touched. 
Tho President and Government being pre- 
pared for resistance, are of tho opinion that 
sido issues cannot justly bo raised by either 
Mr. Cleveland or tho monarchy. 

Mr. L. A. Thurston, Hawaiian minister, 
leaves hero to-morrow by tho steamer 
I'ekin for Washington. Ho will tako with 
him a copy of tho Government's reply to 
Willis, which, up to the present hour, haB 
been refused tho press. 

In conversation with President Dolo it is 
loarned this refusal has been a diplomatic 
point not to publish tho answer beforo it 
lias been placed in the hands of President 
Cleveland. I havo been assured, however, 
that should the Presidont of tho United 
States delay tho delivery of this document 
it will at once bo made public on the arrival 
of Mr. Thurston by the Bteamer Pokin due 
to leave hero to-morrow. 

Tho news received hero to date has re- 
ceived various comment. 

Royalists still assert they believo restric- 
tion will bo accomplished by Cleveland, and 
annexationists as confidently declare no 
restoration shall tuke place. The situation 
has, in fuct, settled into one of gluring defi- 
ance, in which the royalists themselves ud- 
mit they would have no show unless aided 
by tho forces of the United States. 

Tho proposition for the establishment of 
a republic here, said to havo been brought 
down by Minister Thurston and Mr. H. N. 
Castle, of the Advertiser, is absolutely 
denied by both these gentlemen. 

To the Associated Press Mr. Thurston 
said: "Such an idea never entered our 
heads ; why shotild it ? Wo aro now an 
established government, Wo havo 
been recognized by both tho United 
States and Russia, and to establish 
a republic would be but to renounce the re- 
cognized national claim wo now have for ex- 
istence. This we do not propose to do. Deny 
it absolutely and give it the widest pub- 
licity," concluded Mr. Thurston. 

When interviewed Mr. Castle took much 
the same view. He Baid, "You can see what 
my views aro from the columns of tho Adver- 
tiser, und while, liko Thurston, I am a 
Hawaiian-born American, I am not hero to 
compromise unless our nutional mother, 
Amerieu, goes completely back on us, which 
I do not believo American patriotism would 
tolerate." 

Ab far as tho financial condition of the 
Government e-»n be determined it is ono of 
increasing security; taxes aro flowing in 
and tho determined stand taken has caused 
the deposits in the Postal Savings' flank to 
largely increase during the past month. 

Minister Damon is hopeful that, if 
no adverse uction is taken by Congress, a 
permanent semi-American form of govern- 
ment can ultimately bo established here, 

which will bo the forerunner of stable 
government in unstable Hawaii." 

Passengers by tho Warrimoo state that the 
formal reply of tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment was delivered to Minister Willis 
about two hours prior to tho departure of 
the Bteamer for Victoria. It also reviewed 
in exiento the eituation'of the islands, and, 
in answer to Minister Willis' demand, that 
the Government bo promptly restored to 
Queen Liliuokalani, states that President 
Dole and his associate ministry, believing 
that they have the support not only of a 
vast majority of the people of the Hawaiian 
islands, but also of the majority of the 
peoplo of the United States, de- 
cline to accept President Cleveland's pro- 
position or restore tho Government into the 
hands of Liliuokalani. Upon receipt of this 
communication, Minister Willis at once 
prepared to forwurd its contenta to Wash- 
ington, his dispatches being intended to 
catch either the We.rrimcc or the Pekin 
which follows to San Francisco. It is un- 
derstood that his instructions aro not to 
tako action of any kind until ho receives 
further advice bused upon this latest and 
most important communication. Hon. 
Basil Thompson, who was a passenger by 
tho Wurrimoo, was a closo observer of 
affair B during his short stay at tho Hawaiian 
capital. Of the forco ut President Dole's 
command ho has not a very high opinion. 
Tho soldiery are for tho most part 
beachcombers, whoso ranks havo recently 
been swelled by about 200 men im- 
ported from San Francisco and recruited 
at S'lO per month from tho ranks 
of unemployed labor — men having neither 
aptitude for or experience in the arts of war. 
The Honolulu "fortifications" aro generally 
laughed ut as child's play, whilo the help 
looked for from citizen sympathizers of the 
Provisional Government is moro than coun- 
terbalanced by the fact that nine-tenths of 
the native population urn with tho Queen. 
The feeling, whilo naturally unsettled, is far 
from as unquiet us has been generally repre- 
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sentod, and whilo tho majority of all classes 
find sutisfaotion in tho thought that the un- 
certainty is Boon to end in tho re-establish- 
ment of tho monarchy, hostile opinions 
weigh so little that all joined heartily und 
harmoniously in u festival of tho New Year. 



HAWAIIAN MATTERS. 

Tho CorwIn'B News Not Yet Received at Wash- 
ington. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. — Thore is no prob- 
ability of a special message on Hawaii bo- 
ing sent to Congress to-day. Greshum ex- 
pects to receivo by mail on Wednesday 
next advices brought by tho Corwin from 
Willis. Senator Gray is authority for tho 
statement that tho President will undoubt- 
edly sendCongreBS whatever information he 
receives us to the condition of uffuirs in Ha- 
waii as soon us ho receives it. From soveral 
sources it has been ascertained that Secre- 
tary Greshum has positively asserted tho 
tolegrums ho received thus far simply un- 
nounco tho arrival of tho Corwin und ad- 
vices have been forwarded by moil. 

Tho controversy botween Boutelle und tho 
Speuker over the former's Hawaiian reso- 
lution was renewed after the reading of tho 
journal. Mr. Reed spoko against consider- 
ing Mr. lloutelle's resolution, and held thut 
tho question of its consideration could not 
be raised again except as a resolution eman- 
ating from tho committee on rules, which 
took precedence over all. When tho Speaker 
finished, he requested Mr. Houtello to tako 
his seat, but Mr. Boutello did not do so un- 
til repeatedly requested by tho Speakor, and 
finally dropped iuto his seat with tho re- 
mark, " I do *o under duress." 



BATTLE AT WARINA. 

Everybody Mystified as to tho Object or tho 
Expedition Against the Sofas. 

London, Jan. 8. — Copies of tho Weekly 
l^iows, published in Freetown, the capital of 
Sierra Leone, havo been received in tho last 
mail from tho West African coaBt. The 
edition of December 9 contains a long article 
concerning tho expedition, under Col. Ellis, 
against the Sofas, in tho district round 
Warina, where the fighting between the 
British and French forcts took place. The 
writer of this article said : " Everybody is 
mystified as to the object of tho present 
British expedition against tho Sofas. It is 
said they were ordered to cross tho Niger 
into the French sphere of influence. In cuso 
thoy did not oboy they wero to be driven 
out by a military forco." A cabinet council 
will be convened on Tuesday to consider tho 
reports of the battlo at Warina.
